I. XYLOGRAPHY, BLOCKBOOKS ; 
and Early Metal Engravings with 


Inscriptions, | 


Xylography,—a term denoting that phase of wood-engraving in 
which certain inscriptions or portions of text were cut upon the block 
in addition to the pictorial design,—must have come into existence about 
the end of the fourteenth century. It seems to have reached its most 
flourishing period about the year 1450, and to have been chiefly cultivated 
in the Rhine-lands. It had probably a continued existence in Germany 
and Holland till near 1480: we find a belated Italian specimen in 1509,

An incomparably precious collection, including several xylographic 
impressions and rude engravings which belong to the very beginning of the 
fifteenth century; and ranging onward to the finest achievements of the great 
artists of the sixteenth century. As all these are from the original wood 


blocks, Derschau’s collection must rank infinitely higher than all the books of 
modern facsimiles or imitations. 
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35944 Dusicns From Meran Puares, printed at Hildesheim about 
A.D. 1400, and illuminated by a contemporary hand; contained in 
the following MS.:

The MS. and its general features speak for themselves as to the date of 
this volume ; the place is indicated by the names of St. Gotthard and St. 
Bernhard, Bishops of Hildesheim in the eleventh century, which appear in red 
letter in the calendar, and which are also in the Litany. There are other 
names of less prominence which also indicate the region in which the book was 
executed ; and on the final blank leaves there are some prayers (now nearly 
effaced) in a fifteenth-century hand, the language of which is low Saxon, 
approximating to the Westphalian dialect. As a specimen, the following 
few fragmentary words will serve,—“ Help mi leue herre so da .. . an myne 
Jeuende dat ik diner heligé gesellé mute . . . also dine . . sellescap besitte.” 
These additions are in the same hand as the vellum leaves inserted here and 
there giving the music of the services, and were written about 1450,

The lost blockbook which Veldener utilized by cutting the eleven blocks 
(bearing 64 designs) into 64 separate pieces, and then printing them as a book 
with a Dutch text (instead of the original Latin) at the foot of each picture 
must have been Dutch and probably thirty years older than the date of 
Veldener’s production at Culenborch in 1483.

The original was bought for the British Museum at Weigel’s sale for the 
sum of £1072. It is the only extant copy of the first xylographic edition 
of the Ars Moriendi, and is perhaps artistically the finest of all the block- 
books. Mr. Weigel and Mr. Buller agree in referring it to Cologne about 
1450; there can be no doubt about the place of impression, but the date may 
turn out to be a little later.

PRATYPOGRAPHIC PRINTING. 3029. 


‘‘ This block-book, supposed to have been executed about 1435, is of the 
greatest interest in the history of the origin of typography, as well as of 
popular education. It is a Pictorial Scripture History, that is to say a picture 
of a certain subject from the Old or New Testament is given, with a more or 
less brief account in black letter underneath it, of the personages or scener 
intended. uch page has a double subject. As regards the drawing we hold 
it to be, though rude, very artistic. There is a decided character and an 
expression in the figures that are almost worthy of Albert Durer. Nothing 
is feeble, though much is quaint. The draperies are simple and effective, 
and there is no crowding of : figures, but a judicious grouping of from two to 
five personages in each, with backgrounds of trees, hills or houses, as in the 
works of the early Masters.’ ?— See Home and Foreign Review, April, 1863.

This, like the famous Speculum, is doubtless of Dutch origin and not much 
earlier than the middle of the fifteenth century. The facsimile is apparently 
made from the edition which usually ranks as second.

The second of these remarkable engravings is that which 
gives the artist’s name. He was perhaps Bartholomeus Zeit- 
blom of Ulm, described by Nagler as “‘ einer der Hauptmeister 
der Schwabischen Schule,” who was at work as early as 1468, 
but who is best known as a painter, about 1490. 

1. Christ and the Woman of Samaria. Around the border 
of the well, his words are given as an inscription (white on 
black ground) “‘ Wyp gip mir drinck.”’ 

2. The Raising of Lazarus. At the bottom, on a black 
ground, is the inscription in white “ Bartholomeus,” which can 
only mean the name of the artist. 

3. Christ riding on an ass into Jerusalem. 

4, Expulsion of the money-changers from the Temple. 

The above four are smaller than the following two, being 
impressed in pairs on the single leaves; but all are of one time 
and from one hand. 

5. The Flagellation. Christ attached to a column in the 
middle, and so placed that his body is full in front of the 
spectator. There are three scourgers: one on the left strikes 

- Him with a bundle of twigs, one on the right clutches Him by 
the hair and flogs Him with a whip. The third, kneeling in 
front, is fastening his rods with a thong. 

6. Christ appears to Magdalen in the garden. She kneels, 
with the pot of ointment in her right hand, its cover in her left.

The excessive rarity of a complete copy of the Orznra Nova, the sole 
Block-Book in Italian known, has led bibliographers into some confusion in 
their descriptions of the volume.

These rude verses (of which several faulty translations 
have appeared ) are found at the end of “ Justiniani Institu- 
tiones,” printed by Schoeffer in 1468. They were written, as is 
evident, by Johann Brunnen (Joannes Fons, Joannes de Fonte), 
the corrector and reader of Schdoffer’s press, who also wrote the 
metrical Latin Grammar which Schoffer had printed in 1466. 
They contain a brief notice of five persons who continuously 
formed or worked the first printing-establishment in the world ; 
namely, and in this succession, John the first of Maintz, J ohn 
the second (Fust), Peter (Schoffer), Francis the compositor, 
and (John Brunnen) the reader. Therefore the fact, on which 
Mr. Hessels dwells, that Schoffer’s house was not the identical 
building in which Guttenberg had first worked, was manifestly 
one of no importance in the eyes of Brunnen, and consequently 
the words in his Grammar (second edition, 1468) me domus 
genuit unde caragma venit are simply a loose form of expression, 
on which no argument can be based.—The above testimony as 
to the inventor of printing only needs to be supplemented and 
completed by the letter of Fichet to Gaguin which forms a 
preliminary to the edition of Gasparinus Pergamensis printed 
at Paris in 1470. There it is stated by the Prior of the Sor- 
bonne that ‘John who styles himself Gutenberg and who 
dwells near Maintz”’ had invented the art of reproducing books 
by little metal types of letters, according to the information 
given him by the three Germans who had come to Paris to 
introduce the same art into that city.—The next special evidence 
on this point appeared in 1474 in the Chronicle published by 
Lignamine at Rome in 1474; and a confirmation from Mentz 
itself, from the Schoeffer press in 1505, will be found in the 
German Livy described infra.

In spite of the extraordinary interest which attaches to the 
Mazarine Bible, Schoeffer’s Psalter, and the Durandus—the 
Catholicon is not excelled by any of them as an important 
document in the early history of Printing. Those three works 
may have all been produced in one establishment by Peter 
Schoeffer between 1455 and 1459, as Mr. Hessels concludes ; 
this can only be considered the production of the other printer, 
the “ John of Mentz called Gutenberg’’ whom we have long 
heard of as the inventor of the Art. 

The language of the colophon in the Catholicon, so far as 
it relates to the new art and the glory of the city of Mentz, is 
strikingly more emphatic, more original, and more stamped 
with the tokens of priority than any of the similar statements 
made in Schoeffer’s colophons.

This is one of the ten recorded copies—this and another 
being the only two which are not yet locked up in the great 
Jibraries. It is a volume of considerable importance for the 
history of typography, seeing that it is in the exact type of the 
famous Catholicon and that only three books altogether (besides 
the Catholicon) can be so specified.

The second book printed with a date; the grandest work 
ever produced by typography ; and one of the rarest of the early 
monuments of Printing. 

In the two Psalters (one dated 1457, the other as above 
1459) Schoeffer achieved a work which amply justified the 
boast translated on a preceding page. In Jackson and Chatto’s 
Wood-Engraving (p. 201) it is very justly stated that ‘the 
large initial letters engraved on wood and printed in red and 
blue ink, are the most beautiful specimens of this kind of 
ornament which the united efforts of the wood engraver and the 
pressman have produced. They have been imitated in modern 
times, but not excelled. As they are the first letters in point of 
time printed with two colours so are they likely to continue the 
first in point of excellence.’ —In designating the above volume 
as the grandest work ever produced by typography, I naturally 
treat the two Psalters of 1457 and 1459 as substantially the 

. same book; of which there are now in existence 21 copies all 
varying from each other like different editions, but of which 
nine have a colophon dated 1457 and twelve a colophon dated 
1459. In the copies with the latter date, the Athanasian Creed 
is given, which does not appear in those of 1457, and the colo- 
phon affords a variation in the name and description of one of 
the printers. In the 1457 colophon, he is simply Petru Schoffer . 
de Gernszheim, in that of 1459 he is (as he probably considered. 
more correct) Petru Schoifher de gerns’heym clerici. 

_ The above copy is not only splendidly fine in preservation ; 
it is also perfect. Most copies appear to be imperfect, as are 
the British Museum copy, and the Windsor copy, of the 1457 
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Psalter.—The Mazarine Bible is comparatively a common book 
by the side of the Psalter; several copies of the former have 
been sold during the last twenty years, while this is the only 
copy of the Psalter which has turned up for the better part of a 
century. The great public-tbraries have absorbed nearly all 
that remain of the few copies originally printed by Schoffer. It 
is probable that he never produced more than fourteen. or 
fifteen examples of each of the two kinds.—The two Psalters are 
differentiated thus,—that one is the service-book of the Church 
of Maintz, and the other the service-book of the Benedictine 
monastery of St. James at Maintz; the varying wse being shown 
in the prayers which succeed the Psalter.

This volume is one of the eed upon which the history 
of Printing is based. The dedication to the Emperor Maxi- 
milian ends with the following statement relating to Mentz :— 

In which town, also, the wondrous art of Printing was 
originally invented, firstly by the ingenious Johann Gluttenbergk, 
1450 years as tt is counted from the birth of our lord Christ ; and 
thereafter improved and made permanent by the diligence, cost, 
and labowr of John Faust and Peter Schoffer at Mentz, etc. 

This statement, emanating perhaps from Ivo Wittig, but 
evidently sanctioned if not composed by the printer, has a 
distinct value, as showing that, in 1505, Johann Schoffer, the 
son of Peter Schoffer and the grandson of Fust, was not under 
the influence of any family tradition which could invalidate 
the priority of Guttenberg. It was first printed in that year, 
1505, a fact which must not be forgotten in connexion with the 
appearance of quite dissimilar statements in other Schoffer- 
books from 1515 onwards.

These two works are partly in the peculiar backward-leaning semi- 
Gothic in which the Latin Bible was printed by Mentelin, which bears in 
one copy a rubrication dated 1460-61. 

The two preliminary leaves of the Augustine are a notice by the editor 
concerning his labours to obtain a corrected text of a treatise so useful to the 
men of his own order—he was a Dominican or preaching monk. He had 
examined all the copies that were to be found in Heidelberg, Speyer, Worms, 
and Strassburg, so as to make his own a perfect model of correctness; and 
next came the duty of multiplying examples for his fellow monks. Wherefore, 
since I judged that by no other mode or means could this be effected, I persuaded 
in every way the discreet man John Mentelin, citizen of Strassburg, master of 
the printing art, that he should take wpon himself the burden and labour of 
multiplying this little book by the methed of Printing, with my copy held 
before his eyes. Such are his words turned into English, and this sentence 
has served to identify several noteless books as printed by Mentelin. 

An identical statement, but with the name altered to Johann Fust, 
appears in the edition printed at Mentz by the latter in 1465, usually hitherto 
considered to be the first ; but Mr. Madden has conclusively settled the ques- 
tion of priority in favour of Mentelin.

'Thesecond volume of that book 
(printed by Richel to complete the unfinished work of Rodt), corresponds in 
contents and in types exactly to the second volume of this, but consists of 216 
leaves with 48 lines per column ; while Vol. II of the Richel Bible consists of 
234 leaves with 48 lines per column. As we know very well that, amongst all 
the early printers, a greater compression of type and a diminished number of 
pages were always distinguishing marks of reimpression, there arises a strong 
probability that the Richel Bible is older than the second volume of the Rodt- 
Richel Bible. It is true that the date 1475 is added in some copies at the end 
‘of the Apocalypse in the Richel Bible: a circumstance to which many parallels 
can be found in ancient as well as modern days, when publishers reissued the 
unsold copies of their books.—Altogether, the conclusion we may draw is this, 
that Rodt and Richel were two rival printers in Basel, about the year 1470; 
that each was producing a Bible; that Rodt died when he had only printed 
his first volume; that Richel produced his complete Bible about 1472 (reissued 
later with the date 1475 added); and that he took up Rodt’s stock and com- 
pleted Rodt’s Bible by reprinting his own second volume in a more compressed 
form about 1475. This is contrary to the usual opinion of the bibliographers, 
who hold that Richel was Rodt’s partner, that he printed Vol. II of the 
Rodt-Richel Bible in 1473; and that he produced his own Bible (the present 

article) about 1475.

This little volume was an appropriate conjunctive record of 
the two great contemporary events on which the greatness and 
glory of Spain were founded—namely, the destruction of the 
Moorish power by the capture of Granada, and the discovery of 
the New World by Columbus,—both signalising the year 1492. 
The first work is a dramatic representation of the siege, 
written by Carolus Verardus, one of the Pope’s chamberlains, 
and produced on a private stage in the palace of Cardinal Riario 
immediately after the announcement in Rome of the trfumph of 
Ferdinand and Isabel. The other, which is the Latin version of 
the famous letter of Columbus dated from Lisbon on the 14th of 
March, 14938, on his return from his first voyage to the Indies, 

had already been printed several times in separate form in 1493. 

There is a preliminary poem addressed to King Ferdinand 
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by Sebastian Brant on the conquest of Granada, in which the

The blood of the Crucified is seen 
flowing from his wounds into a barrel, from which it spurts out in several jets 
upon good men standing round, or falls into a fountain from which monks 
take it up in pails. It is upon symbolism of this kind that Brunet bases his 
charge of absurdity.

Amongst the pictures in this curious book we find one of the Rainbow, and 
views of Rome and of Cologne. On the last leaf, just above the year 1454, 
and between the narrations of two facts which occurred in 1457, there is a 
statement “ Artifices mira celeritate subtiliores solito fiunt. Ht impressores 
librorum multiplicantur in terra.” ‘This was written by the author, Werner 
Rolevink, a Carthusian monk at Cologne, in or before 1474; in which year 
Ther Hoerner printed the first edition from the author’s own first fair copy of 
his work. Rolevink (born in 1425) had lived as a monk in Cologne from 
about 1447, and, from the nature of his studies, must have been personally 
acquainted with Zell, and whoever else introduced printing into Cologne, 
His acquaintance with that art and its history cannot bave begun later than 
1462-3 ; consequently, the assertion above quoted has much greater force than 
a mere obiter dictum. Yet, up to 1457, we only know positively of the three 
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Mainz printers.—Veldener reprinted Ther Hoernen’s text; having, as even his 
types testify, close business-relations with Cologne, although he never printed 
there as an independent typographer

This copy was bound for Count Dmitri Buturlin and formed 
part of his second collection. It has a special interest as 
containing an inscription by the rubricator, who gives his name 
as Nico. W.—Who was he ?—a German monk in the monastery, 
or a German workman from Maintz associated with Schweinheim ? 
There is so little known concerning the first Italian press at 
Subbiaco that even this little item has its value. <A certain 
Nicolas Wolff Alamannus bad a printing press at Lyons from 
1498 to 1503, and Jodocus Badius was, at least for part of that 
time, his press-corrector. Jt is not improbable that he had 
himself occupied a similar office at Subbiaco, and written the 
inscription above referred to. 

The discovery in the Klemm Museum at Dresden of a copy 
of the Cicero de Oratore (also printed at Subbiaco in 1465) 
bearing a dated MS. inscription by a reader, which would lead 
to the presumption that the Lactantius was posterior to the 
Cicero, has not induced me to cancel the recognized claim of the 
former.

The colophon is an enthusiastic eulogy upon Vindelin, as 
superior to the great painters and sculptors of old, not because 
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he produced many volumes, but because (as in this instance) he 
gave to the world perpulchra simul optimaque. And in truth it 
was no small glory to have printed a first edition of the Latin 
Epic—a work ranking among the few great monuments of 
literature which are likely to survive the destruction of suc- 
cessive empires and the devastating influence of social and 
physical revolutions.

winged like peacocks, and having their sex strongly indicated. They are 
accompanied by a cipher which seems to consist of the letters in the word 
France. The back, which had been plain, was tooled and gilt about the 
beginning of last century for the Abbé de Fourcy, whose book-plate is in the 
volume.

The artist’s name is unknown, but he must be held to rank among the 
best designers of his time. There is a freedom and boldness in his drawine, 

and a mastery of composition, which are seldom found in union with the 

apparent roughness of execution, and the absence of finish in the typographical 
adjuncts. His groups of bambini are very much Ike those in the Poli- 
philo, and quite as charmingly delineated. The book is a fortune-telling 
encyclopedia, and the pages are full of little figures of dice or dominoes, with 
references below to the grandly-bordered circles on the pages in which further 
references are made to the woodcuts of the prophets where responses appear.

The Invention of Typography by “Co ontembergus Argentinensis is 
here related, with an insinuation that the inventor had been directly inspired 
by God. By this wonderful art, says Fulgosus, the great writers of ancient 
days may be said to have begun their existence in 1440.

The maps afford curious indications, so far as they vary from the old 
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Ptolemzan series, of the knowledge of Hastern geography possessed by 
Europeans in the fifteenth century. 

~ Francesco Berlinghieri, a Florentine, contributed greatly to the study of 
Geography by this popular work in Italian verse. It bears no date, but 
must bave been published about the same time as the Roman Ptolemy of 1478, 
since the Duke of Urbino, to whom it is dedicated, died in 1482. Indeed it is 
more than probable that the work of Berlinghieri is entitled to claim prece- 
dence béfore the Ptolemy (has the first collection of Maps printed from copper- 
plates), as the two sets of engravings are very much alike, but the Roman 
book exhibits a very superior technical finish which evinces the improvement 
of a later hand. In some respects the Berlinghieri approximates nearer to 
geographical correctness.

FIRST ISSUE OF THE FIRST EDITION, AND EXCESSIVELY RARE. 
This work was truly the first Collection of Voyages ever com- 
piled. [The Portuguese book, dated 1502, and containing the 
travels of Marco Polo, Hieronymo di 8. Stephano, and Nicolo 
Conti together, translated by Valentino Fernandez Aleman, 
might lay claim to such a distinction, but certainly not 
the Italian abridgment of Peter Martyr’s first Decade 
(Libretto de tutta la Navigation) printed at Venice in 1504, and 
here reprinted in the Paesi.]

India (Hmanuelis Obedientia, etc. printed at Rome in 1505).—- 
Mr. Harrisse says that the Cabral Voyage (capp. 63-83 above) 
was translated from King Hmanuel’s Letter to the King of 
Castile, printed in Italian at Rome and Milan in 1505 ; but this is 
simply a blunder. The letter of 1505 1s a short opuscule of eight 
leaves, the first four being devoted to a brief record of the same 
events as are detailed in the 21 chapters here; but it refers to 
another letter (not yet discovered, and which was probably trans- 
lated in the Cabral chapters of the Paes?) in which the Por- 
tuguese king states that he had already given full information. 

Beneath the register on the last page is the printer’s mark 
containing the initials R. V. 

The compiler of the Grenville Catalogue, speaking of the 
rarity of this volume, says, ‘‘ Camus, in his Memoire sur De Bry, 
p. 342, regrets that he has never been able to see a single copy 
of this Edition.”

A volume of great rarity, Amongst the woodcuts are exhibited some 
curious representations of Milan Cathedral, which Mr. J. S. Hawkins con- 
sidered so important, as being the earliest engravings of Gothic architecture 
known. Fora long time Mr. Hawkins was unable to obtain even a sight of 
the work, but finally procured a copy ; the volume is described by him as ‘ so 
scarce that I at present know of no more than two copies besides my own 
existing in this country, and one of these two is in the Bodleian Library.” 
Some of the other woodcuts are most interesting, and include an ancient sun- 
dial, antique bath, the sphere, a ship moved by paddles and various motive 
powers, architectural instruments, etc. The Commentary is extremely valuable, 
not only to the mathematician and architect, but also to the painter and 
sculptor, as it gives rules for colouring and for studying symmetry of propor- 
tion, especially mentioning Michael Angelo and other eminent artists. The 
first mention of the camera obscura, usually attributed to Porta, is also found 
in this work. For the history of art and literature Cesarino’s notices are 
highly important, as nearly every page has allusion to, and mention of, names 
of men eminent in every branch of science.

First edition of this extraordinary book. It is so rare that only two 
other copies on paper are known, one of which is in the library of the Baron 
James Rothschild, and the other in the library of a private collector in 
England, while on vellum no perfect copy of it is known to exist. The reason 
of the extreme rarity of the edition is more easily accounted for than is often 
the case with books which have well-nigh disappeared. It is on record that 
in 1520 a company of Italian comedians visited Paris, aud were greatly 
patronised by the court, to the prejudice and injury of the French actors. 
This was so strongly resented by Gringoire that among the very curious 
engravings with which the volume is illustrated, he inserted one which, at 
first sight, appears to represent Christ reviled and crowned with thorns; but 
the author had recourse to the extraordinary expedient of revenging himself 
on his competitors by putting his own portrait in the place of Christ, with his 
hands bound, while he is surrounded by the Italian comedians who revile and 
mock him, and one of them reaches forward a crown of thorns to place on his 
head. The audacious profanity of this performance soon aroused the censures 
of the Sorbonne, and a decree of Parliament, dated Aug. 28, 1527, commanded 
that the work should be suppressed and ‘not reprinted. The artist’s mark 
(S within G, surmounted with a Lorraine cross) appears in the right bottom 
corner of this engraving. Bernard’s work on Geoffroy Tory is no doubt 
correct in reading the mark as G(ododridus) ‘T(orinus) S(calpsit).

instructions and examples of deadly sins. 


The Lorraine cross on the border of the title-page indicates clearly the 


hand of Géoffroy Tory, who, as is well known, often worked for his friend

This fools which may be called the first French Collection 
of Voyages, has been very badly described by Mr. Harrisse. 
The anonymous editor dedicates the Hatraict, which is a French 
abridgment of Peter Martyr’s first three Decades made before 
the publication of the entire eight in 1530, to Charles, Duc 
d’Angouleme. The Narrations are dedicated, not to Margaret of 
Austria, but to Margaret of France. The ‘first is an abridg- 
ment of the fourth Decade printed at Basil in 1521. The 
second and third are drawn from the second and third Cortes 
letters, printed in Latin at Nurnberg in 1524. Consequently the 
“ Hxtraict’’ must be held to take precedence of Gryneeus, as the ° 
Novus Orbis did not begin to embody Cortes’ letters till 1555. 
The compiler was probably one of the distinguished scholars 
who surrounded the two promising children of Francis I, men- 
tioned as receiving the dedications. The Duc d’Angouleme 
was then only ten years of age, the Princess Marguerite (after- 
wards Duchess de Berri, and wife of Hmanuel Philibert of 
Savoy) only nine, but they were already regarded as future 
patrons of literature, and their education was carefully

Not only the artistic beauty of the designs, but also the character of the 
text make this book remarkable. He treats of the proper form of French 
speech, and satirizes pedantic and slang expressions, of which some specimens 
are given; as well as of provincial and Parisian methods of pronunciation. 

It has thus a considerable value for the study of the French speech in Francis 

I’s time. There is also a Rondeau by Madame d’Entragues._-In both these

It is the most famous edition in the entire series of 
Ptolemies, in consequence of the paragraph that caused the martyrdom of 
Servetus. This paragraph is alluded to by Ebert, Brunet, Harrisse, and 
others, but all of them make the same mistake with regard to its position 
in the book. It appears on the map of Palestine in the second series, and the 
fault lay in accusing the ‘ Biblici libri”? of “injuria aut jactantia pura ;” 
but, of course, Servetus was not the author of the passage, having merely 
reprinted it from the editions of 1522 and 1525. Indeed the labours of 
Servetus were not very heavy; he did but reprint those editions, with a few 
additions, a few omissions, and a total substitution of text only in the 
descriptions of France, Spain, Germany, and Italy. Here, Servetus expresses 
freely his own opinions and prejudices, which differ extremely from those 
of his predecessor. With regard to Germany, he quotes “ producit Hungaria 
boves, Bavaria sues, Franconia cepas rapas et glycerhisiam, Suevia meretrices, 
Boemia hereticos; Bavaria iterum fures, Helvetia carnifices bubsequas, 
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Westfalia fallaces, tota denique Germania ac totus septemtrio gulones et 
potatores.”” To the identical account of Columbus which appeared in the 
editions of 1522 and 1525, Servetus has appended a few remarkable words 
concerning the absurdity of putting the claims of Americus in precedence to 
those of the real discoverer. This is the only early protest we meet with 
against the name of America being given to the New World.

which he used as illustrations of a typographical text in the 
above volume. * The interest and importance of this Culenborch 
edition are substantially heightened by the fact that the last 
twelve woodcuts are not found in the four folio editions (which 
only contain 58116) although it is evident that they are not 
addition by Veldener, but integral portions of the artist’s work. 
Hven Veldener was unaware himself of their existence when he 
prepared this edition, and some copies appear to have been issued 
before the acquisition of the final twelve blocks enabled him to 
complete his book. 

In this volume, dismissing all controversial considerations, we 
have undoubtedly the oldest known productions of Xylography

WxcrssiveLy RARE. The Perceval or Partzifal, which is 
entirely the genuine work of the Minnesinger Wolfram com- 
posed about a.p. 1205, is far rarer than the Titurel which was 
not so popular and of which only portion is by Wolfram. The 
two works are, however, complementary of each other, and 
constitute the German Grail Romance, corresponding in scope 
to the Perceval and the Histoire du Graal of the Anglo-French 
romancists. The German text is, however, far more ancient 
than that of the French romances, as they were sophisticated, 
altered, and abridged many times before their appearance in 
print. 

The impression of these volumes has been attributed 
variously to Mentelin, to Eggesteyn, and to Giinther Zainer. 
Whoever the printer was, to him belongs the credit of having 
been the first man who gave a great monument of old German 
literature to the press, and he thus deserves to rank with the 
typographer of the first Dante in Italy, and with Caxton as the 
printer of the Morte d’Arthur in England. No other country 
can claim a similar honour for its earliest printers.

Few books possess such a title as this, to rank among the 
costly rarities of bibliophily. It is the unique copy, in splendid 
condition, of the long lost and long sought-for, first edition of 
the Amadis—a work, which besides its own literary merit, has 
also the grand distinction of having influenced and tinctured 
the minds of writers and readers throughout Spain, France, 
Italy, and England for nearly two centuries. Till Tross 
discovered it at Ferrara and sold it to Baron Seilliére, no one 
knew of any edition older than that printed at Rome in 1519, 
which, for many reasons, was decidedly not the princeps. An 
edition, of Sevilla, 1511, was frequently cited with doubt, on the 
faith of an entry made by Ferdinand Columbus in his catalogue 
early in the sixteenth century; but no one had ever seen it, and 
the correctness of the description was suspected. One may 
conceive therefore the sensation of surprise and delight with 
which the bibliophiles heard of Baron Seilli¢re’s treasure trove 
dated Zaragoza, 1508.—Neither the first French Lancelot, nor 
the first English Mort Arthur, nor the first Valencian Tirant to 
Blanch, can compete in rarity with the first Spanish Amadis, a 
book that is equally with them a great central monument of old 
romance. 

The editor or renovator, Garci-Ordonez de Montalvo, 
according to later editions, is in the rubricated heading of the 
princeps, described as Garcirodriguez de Montalvo, and hig 


“, 
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prologue makes the usual statement that he simply corrected the 
corrupted text of the three books of Amadis, that he had had the 
good fortune to get hold of the original fourth book and the 
original Sergas de Hsplandian (t.e. the fifth book or first 
continuation), and that he translated the latter two so as to add 
them to the former three. He did not, however, print the 
Sergas until it appeared as a separate book in 1510. The 
judgment of critics is divided as to whether he was himself the 
author both of Book IV and of the Sergas, or only of the latter. 
With regard to the original three books, and their origin, the 
following recital of the case as it stands may be useful. 

The usual and generally accepted belief is that a Portuguese 
or Galician knight, Vasco de Lobeira, wrote the Amadis (1-111) 
in the latter part of the thirteenth century; and the earliest 
statement to that effect is made by Gomez Hannes de Azurara 
(about 1440-50), who speaks with some contempt of Lobeira as 
having fabricated his idle history in the reign of King Ferdinand 
(i.e. 1867-85). This agrees with the statement made by others 
that Loveira died in 1403-4, which is probably correct. [But 
there is a further assertion made by several persons, that he 
wrote the Amadis for the Infante Alfonso of Portugal, who is 
mentioned in Lib. 1, cap. 40, of the romance, and that the Infante 
was born in 1370; from which they conclude that the book, 
Portuguese or Galician, was not written earlier than 1386. All 
this is absurd, as there was no such Infante, and the mention in 
Lib. 1, cap. 40 is plainly made by Montalvo himself. Four Dom 
Alfonsos were Infantes of Portugal between 1290 and 1490. 
The first, who became King Alfonso IV in 1325, is too early for 
Loveira; the second, who was the son of Joao I, and died of the 
plague in 1400, had only reached his eleventh or twelfth year, 
and was therefore too young to suit the theory; the third was 
Infante only for the first six years of his hfe and then came to 
the throne as Alfonso V; the fourth, a son of Joao II, was born 
in 1475 and died from accident in 1491.]| The residue of 
conjecture may be taken to be that Loveyra’ s Amadis was 
written about 1380-90. 

The Spanish critics point out that the existence of a 
popular Amadis romance is indicated by Pero Lopez de 
Ayala (about 1370) and by Pero Ferrus (in or after 1379), 
and that consequently it must have had considerable circulation 
before that time. It is thus insinuated that Loveyra could not 
have been the author. The stanza of Ferrus even goes so far 
as to specify that his Amadis was in three books, just as 
Montalvo says in the printed Amadis. Of course it is possible 
that Loveyra may have written as early as 1360, but even then, 
it hardly seems that the work would have had time to become 
popularly known in Spain. 

Garcirodriguez de Montalvo does not profess to have 
translated but only to have amended the three books of Amadis, 
but he would hardly consider himself as doing translator’s work 
if he were simply Castilianising a Galician or a Valencian text. 
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The reference in Lib. 1, cap. 40, to the alteration in the story 
commanded by the Infante Alfonso of Portugal probably refers 
to the young Alfonso who came to marry Ysabel of Spain 
(daughter of Ferdinand and Isabella) in 1490, to whom he may 
have presented the MS. of his first book, and for whom he may 
have made some change in the incidents, rejected when he 
re-wrote the romance as we now have it, after 1491.

VERY RARE. There was no copy either in the Salva or in the Miro 
collection. This Chronicle was written in the time of Juana Ja Loca, and 
embraces a period of nearly a thousand years from the time of the Goths to 
1516. The first few pages relate to the prehistoric times when the descendants 
of Japhet peopled Spain, and from Spain peopled Hibernia, which to-day is 
called Anglaterva on maps ; the name receiving its first change when Brutus, 
the first Consul of Rome, subjugated it, and entitled it Britannia. Hercules 
and the Greeks conquered Spain ; when the magnificent baron Hercules, and 
his successor Hispan, were dead, then there rose a great multitude of knights 
called Goths. From this point the tale becomes more familiar. It is one of 
the scarcest books of its kind : in fact I am unable to trace any copy as having 
occurred for sale, except these two, and an imperfect one which was in the 
hands of the elder Salva sixty years ago.

He arrived in Uruguay in 1541, and proceeded to 
Asuncion, the capital of Paraguay, where Spanish authority was now seated, 
the site of Buenos Ayres having been abandoned. His work thenceforward 
was the exploration of the regions around the Paraguay and Parana, the 
conciliation of the Indian tribes, and the discovery of the route towards Peru. 
He was however made prisoner by mutineers, and sent back to Spain in 1545. 
His secretary Pedro Hernandez wrote this narrative (which is the first printed 
account of the Plata’ region), to which is appended a Relacion made in 1545 
by Hernando de Ribera, whom Cabeza de Vaca had sent on a journey of 
exploration northwards up the River Paraguay.

Caxton conceived the idea of reproducing his books by printing in 1471, in which 
year he was at Cologne, probably for the purpose of learning the new art. In the 
absence of direct evidence concerning his career i 1471-75, we must proceed by inference ; 
and an impartial review of existing typographical monuments will lead us to believe 
that Veldener, Caxton, and Colard Mansion all learned and worked together in one 
printing-house at Cologne. Whether the master-printer was Zell, Ther Hoernen, 
Koelhof, Goetz, or any other, we know not, but Wynkyn de Worde’s direct statement 
shows that Caxton’s first typographical labour was the production of an edition of 
Glanvil’s De Proprietatibus, apparently issued from Goetz’s press and printed at 
Caxton’s expense. After a certain period of practical study, Veldener started on his 
own account at Louvain in 1473, Caxton at Bruges in 1474, and Colard Mansion at the 
same place in 1475 or 1476. All three made use of types of similar kind, imitating 
the French and Burgundian writing of the time, and abandoning the German-Gothie 
models of Mentz and Cologne. The non-appearance of Mansion as an independent 
printer before 1475-76, and the curious fact that the first five books published by 
Caxton (in No. 1 type) were never used again, leads to the further conclusion that 
Caxton and Mansion produced those five works in partnership at Cologne, between 
1472 and 1474, at a press which was entirely surrendered (type and all) before their 
return to Bruges. There a new fount of letters was made fron Mansion’s models, 
and Caxton prepared to transfer his establishment to London. He effected this 
purpose in 1476, after testing the new types by printing his ** Dernieres Choses” at 
Bruges. Then his career in England began (in 1476) and lasted till his death in 
1491 ; while Mansion’s press in Bruges only lasted from 1476 to 1484.

This book is in the identical type used by Caxton in the 
first eighteen or nineteen books which he printed in England in 
1477-78, but is in irregular lines like the few which were pro- 
duced by him on the continent in 1474 and 1475, and although 
_ not, like these, in the so-called type No. 1, it is, like these, 
marked with the pin-holes by which the press-man kept the 
paper straight. None of Caxton’s books printed in England 
show those marks. As the type of the QUATRE DERRENIERES 
cHOSES does not appear in any book produced on the continent 
after Caxton left Bruges for England in 1475-76, the book can 
only have been printed some time in or before 14.75, at the press 
at which Caxton first exercised the art of Typography. We 
may conclude, until our knowledge is enlarged by some future 
discovery, that it was produced at Bruges in 1474-75. 

The relation which Mr. Blades has discovered between 
Caxton and Colard Mansion is plausible, but not wholly satis- 
factory. After all, it cannot be gainsaid that there is no book 
certainly known to have been produced by the latter printer 
which is in any of the Caxton types, although he used some 
types of similar style; and it cannot be clearly shown that 
Colard Mansion printed anything before 1475. The early his- 
tory of Caxton’s typographical labours is still a mystery, and the 
present volume is one of its most precious documents, being really 
the first book that we can with certainty assign to Caxton as a 
printer. The first five books which he published are in a peculiar 
type never reproduced in any of the books bearing his name as 
printer; and amongst them is included the first edition of his 
Game of Chess. That this book was not printed by him, we 
have a proof in Caxton’s own statement (in the preface to the 
second edition printed at Westminster) that he did do set in 
imprint the copies depeshed and sold at Brudgys. The phrase is 
not I did set but I did do set, equivalent to je fis imprimer, and 
therefore implies that Caxton was not himself the printer. The 
words depeshed and sold must mean sent (expédie) for sale to 
Bruges. Whence? He was working at the completion of his 
Recuyell at Cologne in 1471. On the other hand the Recuyell 
which was published after 1471 (? in 1472) and which is one of 
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these five books, is stated by Caxton himself to have been 
ordained in prent by him at his great dispense in practising and 
learning. Again, neither in the primum opus of Colard Mansion 
(printed in 1471 according to Mr. Blades, and 1475 according to 
Van Praet, Bernard, Deschamps, etc.), nor in any other of his 
impressions do we find types corresponding to the character of 
the so-called Caxton’s No.1. The difficulties suggested here 
can only be obviated by a conjecture that the five books in No. 1 
type were printed at Cologne for Caxton at a press established 
by himself, and worked for him, perhaps, by Colard Mansion, 
while they were both learning the practical art of Typography 
between 1471 and 1474; and that the Quatre Derrenieres 
Choses was the first book printed (with a fresh set of types) at 
Bruges on Caxton’s return, by himself. :

This is one of eleven copies known of the famous Oxford 

book with the printed date Meccclxviii (1468), six of which are 

locked up in public libraries (Bodleian, All Souls’ College, 

Oxford University archives, British Museum, Cambridge 

University library, and the Bibliothéque Nationale at Paris), 

the others being in Lord Spencer’s, the Earl of Pembroke’s 

and Sir Henry Dryden’s, and one which went to the West 

Indies about ten years ago. No library in America yet possesses 
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this precious volume, the printer of which disputes with Caxton 
the honour of introducing printing into England. It was to 
account for the date as printed in this book that Rich. Atkynsin 
his Origin and Growth of Printing (Lond. 1664) introduced a 
forged story about Corsellis. 8. W. Singer in his Account of the 
book printed at Oxford in Mcccclavit ... in which is examined 
its claim to be considered the first book printed in England 
(Lond. 1812), strenuously maintained the genuineness of the 
date, though he subsequently altered his opinion. Modern 
bibliographers such as Mr. Blades (Antiquary, No. 13, Jan. 1881) 
and the late Mr. Henry Bradshaw, have in general pronounced 
that the true date is 1479, but the subject is not yet exhausted, 
and a very high degree of interest must always be attached to 
a book so full of typographical problems. Almost throughout 
the Q is reversed (G)), as in ornamental manuscript Q’s, H was 
mistaken for P, some of the printed pages have even right hand 
edges, some not, while the use of signatures has to many 
seemed decisive in favour of the later date.

Of this extremely rare production of the first Oxford press 
only two other copies are known to exist, both in Oxford, one at 
the Bodleian, the other at Oriel College. Probably no copy has 
ever occurred for sale, or will again occur. Unfortunately the 
blank leaf at the beginning (al) has been torn off, loosening 
thereby the eighth leaf (a8) which is also lost: but with this 
copy will be given a perfect facsimile of the missing leaf in 
photolithography from one of the perfect copies.

No perfect copy of this excessively rare book is known to 
be in existence. Of the half-dozen recorded copies, all are 
more or less defective ; that in the Grenville library being the 
only one which has ever been completed even by the aid of 
facsimiles. 

The woodcut marked ‘‘London” on reverse of C iv (but 
which is in reality only a picture of the Tower of London) is 
the first engraved representation of the city which has become 
the capital of the world. 

There are few books so rare as those which were printed 
by the anonymous Schoolmaster of St. Albans, whose impres- 
sions were far more limited than those of his contemporary 
Caxton. He issued, according to Mr. Blades, only eight 
volumes, and worked from 1480 to 1486. 

The St. Albans’ Chronicle contains the Brute Chronicle 
as current in the Middle Ages, from the story of Geoffrey of 
Monmouth and others; but the text is more ample than that 
in the so-called “‘ Caxton’s Chronicle.” 

Tt isa curious thing, hitherto unknown, that folios D4 and 
D5 (an the second series of signatures) were reprinted by the 
Schoolmaster.

Since the reprinted leaves contain no alteration of the text, 
as one might have expected, it is probable that those leaves 
were destroyed in several copies at the very time of issue by 
order of some scrupulous ecclesiastic, and that the printer was 
authorized to reproduce them without change by the wiser 
Abbot of St. Albans, William of Wallingford. Any one who 
wishes to compare his copy with another may be informed that 
the obverse of D4 ends with Zhis in one edition and with 
This bone- in the other.

This is a better and larger (11 inches) copy than that of 
Lord Devon (103 inches) which was so unpleasantly ,washed, 





_having previously been in very soiled condition, that portions 


of the impression had faded almost out of sight. This copy 
has also some original blank leaves which are not in that. — 
The second part is a rhymed treatise on Hunting written 
for the instruction of the Bairns of St. Julian’s school at 
St. Albans, and addressed to them as from the Dame or school 
mistress. The author did not intend it, as many persons have 
imagined, for scions of the aristocracy, but for simple foresters 
who aided in the chase. This is evident from the nature of many 
of the instructions. Such a work we can have little difficulty 
in believing to be the original composition of the mysterious 
“schoolmaster of St. Albans,”’ personifying in a supposititious 
authoress the affiliated establishment called the Domus Juliant. 
As for the use of the word Barnes or bairns, for children, 
it occurs frequently in old English books and MSS., and the 
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« schoolmaster ” seems from his dialect and spelling to have 
belonged to Northumberland or Yorkshire. 

The special treatise on hunting, which closes with the 
Kixplicit above referred to, is followed. by a collection of names 
and properties of beasts of the chase set forth in rhymed and 
proverbial sentences, such as ‘‘ A grehounde shulde be heded 
like a snake and necked like a drake,” etc. “ Well travelid 
women nor well travelid hors wer neuer goode.” 

“Fer from thy kynnysmen kest thee, 
Wrath not thy neighborys next thee, 
In a goode corne cuntre threste thee, 
And sitte downe Robyn and rest thee.” 
“Who thet byldys his hous all of salowes 

And prickyth a blynde hors ouer the falowys 

And suffrith his wyfe to seche mony halowys 

God send hym the blysse of everlastyng galowis.” 

The general type resembles Caxton’s very much, but is 
nevertheless quite distinct. That which appears in the head- 
ings is larger, and is identical with Caxton’s No. 3 type. There 
is perhaps no need to suppose that Caxton sold this fount of 
type in 1484, since we find it in Wynkin de Worde’s possession 
many years later. Caxton and the St. Albans man might 
easily have obtained it independently from a Flemish type- 
founder. The water-marks in the paper are the same as in the 
paper used by Caxton, with the exception of the crowned shield, 
which, as it appears on a thickly printed page, is not very easy 
to trace, but is evidently a different figure from the shield of 
France which appears in some of Caxton’s paper. 

It is interesting from the Shakespearian collector’s point of 
view that we find in the Book of St. Albans a representation of 
the Lucy Coat of Arms, as borne by Geoffrey or Galfrid de 

_Luey (in Henry III’s time).

The book itself is a curious one, deserving of study and consideration 

for its specimens of old English familiar and conversational language, which 

contain remarks upon almost every subject. We have ceased to admire it for 

its correct Latinity so highly thought of in the author’s time. He was a 
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native of Salisbury, a Fellow of New College, Oxford, and Master of Eton 
in the year 1485. After he had resigned this post and retired into private 
life, being then an old man, his friend William Attwater, Bishop of Lincoln, 
persuaded him to publish the lessons he had used during his mastership. The 
sentences of which the book consists are given in both Latin and English, the 
latter being the original, and frequently allude to events of his own time. 
As a couple of examples-—‘‘ It is an almesdede to help the chevalry of Rhodes 
agaynst the Turkes,”—‘‘ They of Turnay have yielde them up to the kynge.”’

This was the first book printed by Pynson with a date. 
According to Lowndes, it had been supposed that the book 
should contain a final leaf with Pynson’s device, but he also 
mentions that the fact had been expressly denied.

but the notion of its existence is believed to have originated in 
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the words of Ames (fully transcribed by Dibdin), which I cite 
as follows: ‘‘ The copy before me has only seven [leaves in the 
last sheet]; probably the eighth had his device or... had 
the cut on the title-page repeated.’’ That in Lord Spencer’s 
library has not any such leaf; and besides his copy, only three 
others are known.

The author of this curious work was Henry Parker, of 
Doncaster, a Carmelite. He preached against the pomp of the 
priesthood, and reproved the prelates for their wealth and their 
modes of living, which he contrasted with the utter poverty of 
Christ. He was compelled to do public penance and ask pardon 
for his scandalous statements; but the winged words had gone 
forth, and Pynson printed them in 1493 with the title of “‘ Dives 
and Pauper.” 

The book is full of curious and suggestive matter, historical 
allusions, and racy proverbial phrases. The style of the Dia- 
logue appears in the following specimens : 

“Dives. Thou art the more fole. But it is a comon 
proverbe A foles bolte is sone shotte. Abyde and aunswere, 
and I wol ley an hundryd pounde that I shalle preve thee by 
gode argumentes that he is but a fole whiche wy] nat bisye him 
to be riche.” 

“Tt felle late in this londe that a Scott appelyd an Englissh 
man of high tresone, whane he shudd fighte bifore a Juge in 
their cause, the Juge as the maner is, putt them-bothe to their 
othe. Whine the Scott shulde swere he said to the Juge, Lorde 
I came nat hyder to swere, I came to fight, for my chalenge was 
to fight, and therto I am redy, but swere wol I nat for I made 
no chalenge to swere.”’

It seems that in his dealings with certain 
goldsmiths, or silversmiths, he suspected that the accounts were fraudulently 
prepared, and therefore he made a special study of the forgotten science of 
his boyhood-—-arithmetic—in order to be able to check the figures. The result 
of his labours was a book for his own use, which, on being appointed Bishop 
of London, he thought no longer necessary to his new station, but probably 
worthy of being printed for the use of others.

An excessively rare edition of one of the most popular of the Romances 
of Chivalry ; unknown to Ames and Herbert. Lowndes cites only Dent’s copy, 
and Utterson’s (imperfect), and Dr. Dibdin expressly stated ‘‘ A third copy is 
not at present known.” In fact, there do not seem to be half-a-dozen copies 
in existence. Dent’s copy was again in the market at the Perkins sale, at 
which it fetched the sum of £120, and was bought for Mr. Huth. 

From the wording of Caxton’s prologue, it would appear that Sir Thomas 
Mallory had condensed several French books into one English work. Caxton 
himself apparently thought so; but a MS. (now in the Huth library) was 
discovered a few years back, which seemed to be the French original from 
which the Morte d’Arthur was translated into English. In the Huth catalogue 
it is described as of the thirteenth century, but it may not have been quite so 
early. 

"The name Mort Arthur is misapplied by the English story-tellers ; it 
properly belongs to the fourth part of the great Romance, but is used by them 
to cover the whole cycle of Arthurian fiction.

Stevens, who was the first to announce this discovery, assumed.

it was printed at Antwerp. M.Moens has since discovered a 
legal document sworn to by Emmanuel van Meteren (son of 
Jacob) in his old age, in which it is apparently demonstrated 
that Jacob van Meteren printed the book in Paris for Edward 
Whitchurch.—Now, as this statement evidently refers to the 
Bible of 1537, we must set it down as the error of an old 
man’s memory. As for the assignment of the impression to 
Antwerp, it is, to say the least, improbable that the book was 
printed there, independently of the striking evidences of 
German typography presented in every feature of the book.

This excessively rare volume, although so small in size, is in a Missal- 
type; even the Calendar, in which the characters are smaller, is of larger type 
than the body of most of the Breviaries.

Only three other copies 
are known: one in the University Library of Cambridge, one in 
the Duke of Sutherland’s collection, and one in the British 
Museum which wants 19 leaves. The above may consequently 
be considered the only copy now or henceforward attainable of 
an English liturgical book of the highest importance. 

It is customary to quote the English portions of the 
Marriage service from the old Sarum Missals; and as they were 
in this volume printed for the first time in England, their 
citation here will not be uninteresting—

This edition by Grafton and Whitchurch, who had 
become the recognized servants of Cromwell and Cranmer, was modified from 
the original form, and was probably the first appearance of the book with a 
kind of authorizing sanction. Cromwell’s disgrace and execution took place 
not long after the publication of the little volume, and may have contributed 
to heighten its rarity. Hilsey’s name does not appear in the book.

In this edition, which was prompted by Calvin and the Genevan 
reformers, some transpositions were made, the word ‘ Mass’ was 
expunged, the word “ priest”? in several instances changed to “ minister,” the 
sign of the Cross omitted, the words “ Mattens and Evensong” altered to 
“ Morning and Evening Prayer,” portions of the service which were chanted 
in the 1549 book are here directed to be spoken, all the Introits were expunged, 
the Ash-Wednesday service and St. Mary Magdalen’s office omitted, the 
Baptismal and Marriage services modified, the Burial service much altered ; and 
a commination against sinners added, as well as the Form for consecrating 
Bishops. 

This copy contains on the title-page the autograph of Simon Bovnde, in 
whose hand also are some MS. alterations in the book, evidently made in 
1553 for the purpose of fitting the volume to become QurEN Mary’s Common 
PRAYER.

knowledge in all branches of science at the close of the fifteenth century, An 
undated edition is usually called the first and referred to Heidelberg in 1496; 
but erroneously. Schott, who was a Strassburg printer, established a bye- 
press at Freiburg (where Reisch was Prior of the Carthusian monastery) 
evidently to print this work for the first time primitiali hac presswra.—The 
map is very rare, and is of the old Ptolemzan kind, but it has the degrees of 
both latitude and longitude marked. A long-lined inscription beneath the 
unfinished continent of Africa consists of the following words :—‘‘ Hic non 
terra sed mare est in quo mire magnitudinis Insule sed Ptolemeo fueriit 
incognite.”” This indicates a knowledge of the American discoveries, although 
they are not more explicitly defined.

THE FIRST PAGE OF EACH VOLUME IS EXQUISITELY ILLUMINATED IN 
THE CHOICEST ITALIAN STYLE, with designs consisting of garlands 
and scroll work and ornamental vases with entwined handles 
in green on a rich gold ground; the initial to Book J being 
a full-length figure of an Armed Warrior in camaiew bleu, 
in a floreate letter of crimson on a golden ground; in the 
centre of the right hand margin is a highly finished miniature 
PORTRAIT of a Venetian noble of military rank; and on the 
lower margin the Donato Arms upheld by two cupids.

have 6 blank ll. The head titles are written throughout in red, 
and the margins have notes in the same hand. 

The wonderful finish of the illuminations in these volumes 
shows that they are the production of an Artist of the very first 
rank, dating from about the years 1480-90, and as the Minia- 
turist Francesco dai Libri (the father of the famous Girolamo) 
was then painting at Venice, we may venture to assign this 
noble work of art to his hand. The house of Donato was then 
flourishing in wealth and power at Venice, to which it furnished 
a Doge in 1545 (Francesco, whose portrait was painted by 
Paolo Veronese). 

The hivy of Vindelin de Spira, on vellum, is of an EXTREME 
DEGREE OF RARITY, probably not more than three copies being 
known.

Called the Huntingtfield Psalter, because of two entries in 
the Calendar of the death of Sir Roger of Huntingfield (about 
1337) and of Lucy of Huntingfield (about the same time). 
Mendham Priory was founded and endowed by successive 
members of this family, but the last Sir Roger died in 1337, and 
after the death of his son William, the large Huntingtfield lord- 
ships in Norfolk, Suffolk, Essex, Cambridge, and Lincolnshire, 
passed into other hands. 

This grand volume is a treasury of early English art such as 
can no longer now be found (with this single exception) out of 
the great public libraries. After the six leaves of Calendar (of 
markedly York character) 17 leaves follow containing nothing 
but pictures, two on each page, within light green, red, and blue 
architectonic borders. These sixty-eight miniatures begin with 
the creation, and end with the life of Christ, and are painted 
with remarkable care and finish on a partly gold ground. 
Three further leaves of illustrations contain twenty-four pictures 
(four per page) a little later in date and very much inferior in 
artistic quality. These represent scenes of saints’ lives, and are 
chiefly interesting because they give a picture of Thomas a 
Beckett’s martyr dom, which had evidently taken place between 
the date of the original miniatures and that of the 24 additional 
ones which have a plain gold line border. Next follows a leaf 
blank on the recto, and on the verso containing an immense B 
of interlacing work within a border studded with rounds and 
ovals, like jewels. This is by the same hand as did the first 68 
pictures. Within the B is the genealogical tree of Jesse with its 
usual figures; the rounds and ovals contain various figures. 
Opposite to the B page is another containing the 14 lines which 
follow Beatus vir qui in gold capitals on alternating blue and 
flesh-coloured grounds.

A. long description, with collations, in the autograph of Paulin Paris is 
inserted loosely in the volume, from which it may be seen how highly this 
MS. was prized by so competent an authority.

Another large portion was added, as well as the chrono- 
logical register at the beginning, in the year 1465 when “ captus 
erat Henricus quondam rex.” Amongst the nine divisions in 
which the various documents are arranged, we find the following 
headings :—Cartee et Scripta de Terris, Tenementis ac Redditibus 
in the counties of Huntingdon, Cambridge, Northampton, Rut- 
land, Warwick, Lincoln, Bedford, and Middlesex ; Compositiones 
et Fines ; : Privilegia Papalia et Hpiscopalia; and Gesta Ab- 
batum. 

As one of the historical muniments of Hngland in the 
Middle Ages, it would be difficult to overrate the value and 
importance of the Red Book of Thorney. It is to be hoped 
that it will find a permanent home in company with Domesday 
book and such other records of its kind as still survive. The 
extracts made by Dugdale and Tanner are the only portions 
which have ever been published.

There is nota blemish 
on its sparkling surface from beginning to end ; and the finished 
perfection of the painting is such that the miniatures, lovely as 
they are to the naked eye, are still lovelier and more delicate 
when examined through a glass. 

This volume cost the Baron de Seilliere twenty thousand 
francs. 

The office of St. Saturninus and the fine Miniature of that 
saint lead me to conclude that the use is that of Toulouse.

One of the Miniatures represents the murder of Thomas a Beckett at the 
altar, and precedes the full office of that saint. The Woodcut or metal-print 
prefixed, with its few lines of MS. text, is the only example of such an illus- 
tration ever found in an old English MS. The design shows St. Antony, 
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with staff and bell in hand, and the hog behind him springing on his hind feet, 
with ae fire shooting up from the ground in front of and against the saint’s 
mantle. 

Some English inscriptions and additions are found on the blank spaces.

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and on Physiognomy, in four parts; and ends with the Lettre 
d’Hippocrate 4 Cesar. The pictures are extremely valuable as 
they are actual and faithful representations done for scientific 
and practical purposes ; not mere fancy illustrations. 

I cannot trace the existence of any other MS. of this work. 
It may be unique. The first words of the text are—“ Dieu qui 
par sa grant puissance tout le monde estably qui premierement 
fist le ciel.”
